2s tho train 
rounded the 
curvo whero tho road 
enters tho 
lanoeafctof 
town tho rails spread 
allowing 
tho front 
trucks 
of the 
fifth car from the cabooso 
to leave 
tho track. 
The train ran this way for about 
300 yards when the trucks 
struck 
a bunch of rotton tics and cut the 
ends 
off close 
to 
tho 
rail. 
The 
fourth 
car passed over 
all right 
and remained on tho track but the 
last tbreo tipped 
over and as tho 
train was moving pretty fast made 
a very bad wreck of the 
two cars 
loaded 
with 
coal.

caboose

"I cannot livo without her," said 
James Parks, and toda' 
ho 
lies 
dead in tho morgue at Bisbco and 
the wife be had sworn 
to cherish 
and protect 
awaits 
the last 
sad 
rites at Naco 
The town of Naco was thorough- 
ly awakend 
yosterday 
when 
the 
news went out that a murder 
and 
suicide had 
been 
committed and 
that James J. Parks and 2gnes 
Parks wero lying dead at tho place 
whero tho deed was dono. 
Tho act was fully premeditated 
and 
earefuly 
planned. 
Every- 
thing in lifj was arranged and due 
preperations mado for death. 
He 
had been practically in the employ 
of the Copper 
Queen company 
as 
engineer and 
worked 
all 
Sunday 
night, leavieg his post of duty and 
at once driving to Naco and went 
to tho 
houso 
of 
Ben 
Goldman, 
where Mrs 
Parks was 
stopping 
with her neice, Miss Edith McCafl 


01 oof the employes 
in tho 
post-offic- 
Parks wont 
to 
Mr. 
Gold-man- s 
room and opened 
tbo do r 
by mistake. 
He excused himself 
and wc t in'o the room whero 
ho 
found Mrs. Parks and Miss JloCall. 
2lccording to reports 
be at onco 
requested 
her 
to return 
to him, 
which she absolute!)' refused to do 
and 
after 
lopeated requests she 
answered, "I 
would 
tnkc poison. 
rather than 
livo with 
you," 
to 
which ho replied, "You wont havo 
to take poison," and flashed 
a 45- - 
caliber 
tevolvor 
Sc'oing 
tho 
awful clanger tho 
helpless 
woman 
screamed 
frantically 
and vainly 
made 
an effort 
to 
escape. 
She 
rushed through 
the hall towards 
the buck dooi closely pursued 
by 
her assailant, 
blic passed through 
the door into tho outer yard. 
Tho 
man leaned over tho threshold and 
immediately the report of a pistol 
rang out upon the air. 
It was tho 
death knell of tho defenseless wife 
and sho quickly sank to tho earth. 
Another 
shot 
followed, 
which 
went wide of tbo 
mark 
Hearing 
the screams a neighbor woman ran 
fiantically 
towards 
him pleading 
for tho muiderer 
to desist 
from 
n's fiendish work. 
But bis 
work 
was yet incomplete. 
Ho stopped 
suddenly mid cast a wild" glance at 
the approaching woman, 
fuming 
his eyes upon his victim, who was 
writhing in tho agonies 
of death,

a last,

tween life and dcati. until 3 o'clock. 
The ballot

left ear, killing him instantly.
